1. Restrain the board from 
leasing school facilities to the 
Little Rock Private School 
Corp., a recently chartered or- 
ganization which said its pur- 
pose was to run segregated 
schools. 

2. Require that any leasing | 
agreement call for admission of 
Negro students. 

3. Require that no leasing 
agreement be signed until ap- 
proved by the United States 
District Court in Arkansas or 
the Court of Appeals here. 

Assigned to hear the pro- 
ceeding were Judges M. C. 
Matthes, Harvey M. Johnsen 
and Joseph W. Woodrough. The | 
last two were the judges who 
granted temporary relief to | 
the applicants at Omaha last 
week. 

Branton said: | 

“We think the Supreme | 
Court of the United States, in 
its ruling last Monday, settled 
once and for all, all the efforts ' 
to circumvent the order to in- 
tegrate the schools.”

A 
medical bulletin tonight said 
the Pope's condition later “ap- 
preciably improved.” 

Text of the bulletin: 

“Since the medical bulletin 
issued this morning, the con- | 
dition of the Holy Father has | 
_appreciably improved insofar | 
as it concerns the circulatory | 
disturbances of this morning. 

“Most opportune and urgent 
treatments are being carried 
out. 
Holy Father has shown once | 
| again its great resistance. 
“There is need for further 
observation before issue of the 
final prognosis.’ 

The 82-year-old Pontiff was | 
stricken at his summer resi- 
dence here. 

The stroke was said unof- 


ficially to have had a paralyz- | 


ing effect, at least partly. The 
night medical bulletin made no 
reference to this condition, 
however. 

“All is In the hands of God,”

It said further: “The reopen- 
ing of Central High School on 
a segregated basis would cén- 
stitute a triumph for the per- 
sistent and resourceful schemes 
which have been devised for 
evading decrees of the federal 
courts enforcing those rights. 
“The courts cannot allow the 
process of law to be subverted 
in such fashion, for otherwise 
legal rights and judicial reme- 
dies would become meaningless 
forms.”

in the history of the nation, 
North and South, when law 
was forcibly resisted or sys- 
tematically evaded, it has sig- 
naled the breakdown of con- 
stitutional processes of govern- 
ment on which ultimately rest 
the liberties of all. Violent re- 
sistance to law cannot be made 
a legal reason for its suspen- 
sion without loosening the 
fabric of our society. What 
could this mean but to ac- 
knowledge that disorder under 
the aegis of a state had moral 
superiority over the law of 
the Constitution. For those in 
authority thus to defy the law 
of the land is profoundly sub- 
versive not only to our con- 
stitutional system but to the 
presuppositions of a *demo- 
cratic society.” : 
He cited the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes ag the 
authority for the court's doc- 
trine that “the state must yield 
to an authority that is para- 
mount to the state.” 
‘Defiance Is Barred.’ 


Frankfurter said that the/|’ 


duty to abstain from resisting 
the “supreme law of the land” 
as interpreted by the high 
court does not require immedi- 
ate approval of it by dissidents 
nor does it deny the right of 
dissent. 

“Criticism need not be 
stilled,” he said. “Active ob- 
struction or defiance is barred.” 
He conceded that “the proc- 
ess of ending unconstitutional 
exclusion of pupils from the 
common school system solely 
because of color is not an easy, 
overnight task in a few states 
where a drastic alternation in 
the ways of communities is in- 
volved.” 

“Deep emotions have’ no 
doubt been stirred,” he said. 
“They will not be calmed by 
letting violence loose—violence 
and defiance. employed or 
those upon 
whom the duty of law observ- 
ance should have the strongest 


under whatever guise em- 
ployed. Only the constructive 
use of time will achieve what 
an advanced civilization de- 
mands and the Constitution 
confirms.” 

Cite Lincoln’s Appeal. 

The responsibility of state 
and local authorities, Justice 
Frankfurter said, “is not to 
reflect inflamed public feeling 
but to help form its under- 
standing.” ’ 

Justice Frankfurter said that 
Abraham Lincoln’s appeal to 
“the better angels of our 
nature” failed to avert a frati- 
cidal war. 

“But,” he concluded. “the 
compassionate wisdem of Lin- 
coln's first and second jnau- 
gurals Wequeathed to the un- 
ion, cemented with blood, a 
moral heritage which, when 
drawn upon in times of stress 
and strife, is sure to find spe- 
cific ‘ways and means ‘to sur- 
mount difficulties that may 
apppear to be insurmountable.”

The Pontiff's vicar for the 
City of Rome, Cardinal Cle- 
mente Micara, urged priests 
and Roman Catholics of Rome 
to gather before the exposed 
Holy Eucharist in churches of 
Rome and pray for the Pope. 

The Vatican radio broadcast 
this medical bulletin of the 
Pontiff’s circulatory cerebral 
stroke: 

“The Holy Father at 8:30 
a.m., after having spent a 
tranquil night during which the 
hiccups that have molested him 
for several days disappeared, 
was struck by a circulatory ce- 
rebral attack whose develop- 
ment now is being followed. 
Immediate treatment has be- 
gun.” 

Then the Vatican radio asked 
Catholics to pray to God and 
the Virgin Mary for restoration 
of the Pope’s health, “which 
is so precious for the Church 
and the world.” 

Cardinals Could Act. 


News of the latest illness 
came in the nineteenth year of 
the Pope’s reign.

VIEWS ON BUSINESS 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The men who do the buying for 
ved. heavy industry say business 
around the country is getting 
better all the time. 

That’s the consenus of ex- 
_ecutives polled by the National 
Assn. of Purchasing agents 
enoag on the September 
business trend. 


Summing-up the poll's find- 
ings, the N.A.P.A. said: 
| “Business continues to get 
better. While we do not have 
| anything approaching a boom, 
| there is renewed optimism on 
many fronts. Enough informa- 
| tion about new auto models 
has leaked out to stimulate en- 
thusiasm for an early return 
to normalcy in this industry.” 

Spotty strikes still hamper 
the smooth flow of industrial 
output, the association’ said, 
but purchasing agents again re- 
port sharp increases in both 
production and new orders. 

The N.A.P.A. said 53 per 
cent of the executives respond- 
ing to its latest survey re- 
ported an improvement in 
their companies’ production 
rate, compared with only 45 
per cent reporting an upturn 
a month ago. Only 9 per cent 
reported a decline. Fifty-eight 
per cent told of a pickup in 
new orders. 

Purchasing agents said com- 
modity prices are up a little 
but careful buyers can still 
negotiate favorable deals. 

The survey found that in- 
dustrialists are in no great 
rush to rebuild their raw ma 
| terial inventories. 


| “As would be expected with | 


higher production, employ- 


ment is up and prospects are | 


bright for further 
|ment,” the N.A.P.A. said. “The | 
| most static of all criteria for 
| the past few months has been 
| buying policy. There apparent- | 
_ly is nothing in the picture to 
cause purchasing executives to 
lengthen their forward cover- 
age commitments.”

American consumers, en 

masse, have not been pov- 

erty-pinched, Personal in- 
come resisted degeneration 
| inte a down-spiral. 

Payrolis in the heavy indus- 

tries—steel, automobiles, ap- 
|pliances, machinery — slumped 
‘badly. But Government outlays 
on defense, public works and 
_housing rose. And unemploy- 
ment compensation and old-age 
pensions propped the pur- 
| chases of persons without jobs. 
| Result: Income of consumers 
declined minimally — from 
$351.8 billion in July 1957, to 
$346.4 billion in February 1958, 
less than 2 per cent. And now, 
it’s at an all-time high of $355.6 
| billion, a fact Detroit is not 
overlooking. 

Spending, rather liberal per- 
| sonal 
‘nation-wide slump. To be sure, 
retail sales were hard hit dur- 
ing the winter months—but by 
snow, rain and infamous weath- 
er as much as economic priva- 
tion. The rebound since has 
been consistent and reassuring. 
Yet automobile sales never did 
show vigor.

| part way to 1955’s 6 per cent. 

This is the year that will 
answer Detroit’s troublous 
question: To go small car or 
not to go? If domestic sales 
approach 6,000,000, General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler may 
decide to stay with the long, 
low models identified with De- 
troit. They'd conclude that’s 
what most Americans want and 
overlook the mounting sales of 
small foreign cars and the out- 
standing success of the Amer- 
ican Motors’ Rambler, only car 
to exceed its previous-year 
volume 

Square-Root Sign Ahead. 

The Big Three accept the 
fact that some Americans want 
a smaller car, a more econom- 
ical car. But how many? Is 
the market big enough to war- 


rant entry. If one goes in, 
they'll all go in—in self-de- 
fense. Yet, if a smaller mod- 


el fails to raise total sales, if 
| it merely takes away sales from 
existing G.M., Ford and Chrys- 
ler models, it will be a finan- 
cial loss. Hence, Detroit's ap- 
prehension.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6— Four 
scientists claim they made the 
two basic inventions in the 
atomic energy field. Now they 
want the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission to pay for 
them. 

Their award, if ordinary com- 
mercial standards were applied, 


could be as high as a billion 


dollars. 
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The Budget Plan 
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However, the inventors, led 
by Dr. John H. Dunning, dean 
of Columbia University’s School 
of Engineering, have signed 
over most of their rights in the 
patents to a non-profit founda- 
tion. 

The foundation in turn will 
use any pr to support 
basic research in universities. 

If the inventors did not turn 
over their patents to the foun- 
dation and the Government did 
give them a billion, then most 
of it would return to the Gov- 
ernment as taxes. In this way

Uranium Extraction Process. 


One of the inventions is said 
to cover the basic process for 
extracting the atom bomb fuel 
—uwuranium 235—from natural 
uranium. A patent has not yet 
been issued and is still held 
secret. 

The other involves the funda- 
mental designs of electric 
power-producing machines 
using uranium-235 as a fuel. 
These are the devices on which 
this country is betting in the 
long term use of atomic energy. 


In addition to Dr. Dunning, 
the inventors are Dr. _ A 
Booth, chief of Columbia’s 
physics department, Dr. Alfred 
O. Nier, professor of physics 
at the University of Minne- 
sota, who first isolated ura- 
nium-235; and Dr. Aristide von 
Grosse, a chemistry professor 
at Temple University. They 
were in on the separation 
patent but not on the use of 
U-235 in the atomic machines. 


At the moment, the Govern- 
ment is believed to be strug- 
gling to find a way to reduce 
the size of the compensation 
since a full award would be 
undesirable to the Government. 

In the first place, anything 
near a billion would increase 
the size of the national debt. 
In the second, the commission 
might have to reveal how much 
uranium-235 it is making and 
how much it costs. Both are 
military secrets. 

Dark Horse Process. 


In the gaseous diffusion 
case, however, the Columbia 
University group worked for 
almost two years, 1940 and 
1941, without any government 
support. In fact, their sug- 
gestion for getting U-235 was 
a “dark horse” and was not 
believed to be the most prom- 


ising method of of getting this 
material. Now it is the princi- | 
pal process used. 
The Government is known to | 
take the position that although | 
these scientists made the early 
contribution, it took many 
hundreds of other inventions 
to construct an operating plant. 

As for the atomic machines 
producing electric power, the 
future proceeds may be even 

greater than the diffusion re- 
~ahoer At the moment it ap- 
pears that every machine sug- 
gested for future atomic power 
development in this country is 
based on Dr. Dunning’s and Dr. 
Booth’s ideas. 

The non-profit corporation 
which the gaseous diffusion 
process inventors set up is 
called the Basic Science Foun- 
dation, Inc. It has a board of 
eminent scientists and citizens. 

Presumably, the foundation 
will pay. the inventors for the 
rights to the patents from any 


large award the Government 
gives it, The rest will go to 
support basic research.

BIRD CALLS SIGNIFICANT,

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Criticism of High Court Arises 
From Dislike of Its Decisions; 
It Has Not Exceeded Powers 


State Chief Justices Accuse It of Making 
Policy but Papers of Founding Fath- 
ers Show They Meant for It to Act as 


It Does. 


In recent months the Supreme Court has been the object of 
criticism more hostile than any directed at the tribunal in 
years. This is the second in a series of articles on the hostility, 
its sources, its forms and its effects.

N 


OT all the current criticism of the United States Supreme 
Court comes from irresponsible sources. Some of it comes 
from organizations and agencies with professional stand- 


ing and enjoying public respect. 


The anti-Supreme Court ti- 
rade of a Democrat such as Sen- 
ator James O. Eastland of Mis- 
sissipp! or of a Republican like 
Senator William E. Jenner of 
Indiana can be discounted at 
once. These men are opposed 
to the Supreme Court as it is 
now constituted and they dis- 
agree violently with many of 
its important decisions in the 
last several years. The only 
thing that makes their views 
noteworthy is that they are 
members of the powerful Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. 

The criticism voted at the 
Conference of the State Chief 
Justices in Pasadena, Cailif., 
Aug. 23, is another matter en- 
tirely. The adverse resolution 
approved there by 38 of the 
state chief justices with only 
eight voting against it (two ab- 
stained and four were not pres- 
ent) may well be considered 
the most serious criticism ever 
brought against the Supreme 
Court. 


Policy Making Criticized. 


Asserting that the Supreme 
Court “has tended to adopt the 
role of policy maker without 
proper judicial restraint,” the 
chief justices of more than 
three fourths of the states went 
so far as to call on the apex of 
the judiciary in Washington to 
check itself in approving 
courses and policies which “a 
majority of the Supreme Court, 
as from time to time constitut- 
ed, may deem desirable or un- 
desirable.” 

This warning was sounded, so 
the Conference of State Chief 
Justices resolved, in order that 


“our system of federalism may 
continue to function with and | 
through the preservation of 
local self-government.” 


Without precedent in Ameri- 
can judicial history, this reso- 
lution approved a report of the 
state chief justices on federal- 
state relationships which found 
the Supreme Court at times 
guilty of inconsistency, too fre- 
quent 5-4 decisions, impatience 
and over-extension of its au- 


thority with the result that it 
has assumed “primarily legis- 
lative powers.” 

This surprising complaint was 
drawn up by a committee of 10 | 
under the chairmanship of the 
Chief Judge of Maryland with 
the participation of the chief 
justices of New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Texas and Oregon. 
The chief justices of Missouri 
(Frank Hollingsworth of Mexi- 
co) and Illinois (Charles H. Da- 
vis of Rockford) supported this 
unprecedented criticism of the 
Supreme Court. 

Dissenters’ Views. 


The dissenting state chief 
justices strongly opposed the 
criticism. New Jersey's chief 
justice deplored the fact that 
the prestige of the organization 
“should be placed behind so 
serious an indictment.” The 
Pennsylvania chief justice said 
the organization had in effect 
allowed itself to be used by 
opponents of the Supreme 
Court’s 1954 decision outlaw- 
ing racial segregation in public 
schools. Rhode Island’s presid- 
ing jurist noted that his col- 
leagues ought to engage in self- 
restraint themselves and that 
their organization was not de- 
signed “to sit in judgment on 
the highest court in the land.” 

That hard blow at the 
Supreme Court's prestige cli- 
maxed a 12-month period in 
which criticism was the rule. 
Already under attack for the 
desegregation stand, the Su- 
preme Court triggered a new 
round of protests with its series 
of decisions in May and June, 
1957, in highly controversial 
civil liberties cases. 

The ink was hardly dry on 
those decisions, including that 
which released second-string 
Communist leaders who had 
been convicted under the Smith 
Act, before the National Asso- 


cratic Senator Herbert R. 
O’Conor of Maryland, proposed 
in London that Congress enact 
legislation “to overcome the 
effect of Supreme Court de- 
cisions” including those in 
which the Justices had leaned 
“too far backward in the 
maintenance of theoretical in- 
dividual rights.” 


Hits at Criticism. 


This strange attempt to sep- 
arate constitutional rights into 
“theoretical” and presumably 
“non-theoretical” categories was 
too much for the then presi- 
dent of the A.B.A., Charles S. 
Rhyne of Washington. Striking 
hard at this criticism of the 
Supreme Court from within the 
organization which he headed, 
Rhyne characterized much of 
the criticism as “irresponsible” 
and “insulting villification.” 
Addressing the Federal Bar As- 
sociation, he called on lawyers 
to “speak up” in defense of the 
Supreme Court. 


The year 1957 also saw the 


release of “The Southern Mani- 


festo,” signed by 19 Southern 
Senators and 77 House mem- 
bers who pledged themselves 
to use “all lawful means” to 
reverse the desegregation deci- 
sion. The only Southern Sena- 
tors who did not put their 
names on the “manifesto” at 
the time were Majority Leader 
Johnson of Texas and Kefauver 
and Gore of Tennessee. Speak- 
er Rayburn of Texas was one 
of the 26 Southern House mem- 
bers who did not sign. 


In its totality, this criticism 
is impressive, whatever its mo- 
tivation. However, it arises al- 
most entirely from dislike, not 
to say hatred, of certain Su- 
preme Court decisions. But a 
contributing cause is the fact 
that Supreme Court Judes, 
few in number and holding 
seats for life, are not subject 
to the influences of public opin- 
ion as are elected state and na- 
tional officials. 

Can Break Policy. 


Add to this the further fact 
that the Supreme Court, while 
not in a position to initiate 
legislative policy, as Congress, 
or to enforce policy, as the 
President, can in effect make 
or break policy by its decisions 
in test cases appealed to it. 
The authority of the Supreme 


Court to deal with issues aris- 


ing from the two other co-or- 
dinate branches of the Federal 
Government, legislative and 
executive, was dramatically 
demonstrated on May 27, 1935, 
On that day, with Charles 
Evans Hughes as Chief Jus- 
tice, the Court killed two acts 
of Congress as unconstitutional 
—the New Deal NRA and the 
Frazier-Lemke Farm Mortgage 
Moratorium Act—and held that 
President Roosevelt had ex- 
ceeded his authority when he 
removed Republican Federal 
Trade Commissioner William E. 
Humphrey in order to put a 
Democrat in his place. 


After more than a century 
and a half some still argue that 
the Supreme Court has no 
power to void acts of Congress 
—that this authority was 
usurped by Chief Justice John 
Marshall. But the very adop- 
tion of the United States Con- 
stitution with it provision for 
“one Supreme Court” was a 
recognition of the need for an 
arbiter of differences among 
the states, between the states 
and the union and within ele- 
ments of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Discussed by Founders. 

This was widely discussed in 
the constitutional convention 
and ratification era when the 
handiwork of Washington, 
Franklin, Madison and the 
other founding fathers went be- 
fore the states for approval. In 
the Connecticut ratifying con- 
vention, Oliver Ellsworth, later 
the Third Chief Justice, said: 

“If the general legislature 
(Congress) should at any time 
overleap their limits, the ju- 
dicial department is a consti- 
tutional check. If the United 
States go beyond their powers, 
if they make a law which the 
Constitution does not authorize,

Magistrates as Judges

But even though the company may have a 
good prima facie case for an increase, the 
city of St. Louis and other representatives of 
the consumer are right in intervening. A 
vigorous contest is needed to assure con- 
sumers that the final amount of any increase 
granted is fully justified by ples of 
sound utility regulation, that it is equitably 
distributed among the various categories of 
consumers, and, above all, that there shall 
be no tampering with the valuation or rate 
base which will govern the company’s rates 
and earnings for years to come. 

Ever since the postwar inflation began to 
take hold, public utilities have been clamor- 
ing for modification of the original-cost-less- 
depreciation method of utility valuation 
which the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion has wisely and justly used in recent 
years. Their argument is that since new plant 
and equipment costs more than it used to, 
the valuation on which rates are based should 
reflect “fair value” rather than net original 
cost. 

Utilities are entitled to earn a fair return 
—but a fair return on capital actually in- 
vested, not on capital that might have been 
invested if the whole plant had been built at 
current prices. That is why the net-original- 
cost formula remains the fairest one, and 
the one the Missouri commission should in- 
sist on applying. 

If a utility can show that the commission’s 
usual allowance of a 6 to 6% per cent rate 
of return is not “fair,” in the sense of not 
permitting adequate capital to be attracted, 
then the proper remedy is to change the rate 
of return, not the valuation base. An in- 
flated rate base would take years to correct, 
whereas the rate of return can be and justly 
should be varied.to reflect conditions in the 
capital market. 

It is to protect the consumer’s interest in 
such matters that the city and county prop- 
erly intervene in the Union Electric case. 
The representatives of the consumer should 
insist on a full showing by the company that 
its proposed rate increase is needed to assure 
a fair return. They should resist any infla- 
tion of the rate base beyond actual net cost. 
They should make sure that the rate of fair 
return reflects the actual cost of attracting 
capital’ under sound methods of utility fi- 


nancing. 


Canada for a Food Bank 


Establishment of a world food bank, pro- 
posed by Prime Minister Diefenbaker to the 
British Commonwealth Conference on Trade 
and. Economics, at Montreal, deserves the 
United States’ serious consideration. It de 
serves it because a decade ago we encour- 
aged the idea among the nations of the world 
and, when it had been brought near fruition, 
destroyed it by refusing to take part. 

It deserves our consideration still further 
because in the years since then, as in the 
years preceding, we have been unable to 
solve our farm surplus problems without a 
food bank. Mr. Diefenbaker spoke truly, we 
believe, when he said “the difficulty of solu- 
tion is so widespread that no one nation can 
hope to overcome it by unilateral action or in 
groups as relatively small as that comprised 
in the Commonwealth.” 

It is a standing reproach to the common 
sense of the peoples of the world, and to 
their common humanity as well, that there 
continue to exist great areas where millions 
are hungry, while in other great areas farm 
surpluses constitute an embarrassment of 
riches. To a visitor from Mars this must 
look like close to prima-facie evidence of in- 
sanity. To us who live here it ought to pro- 
vide incentive to bring at least a little sense 
out of this cruel nonsense.

President Eisenhower, in his reply to Sen- 
ator Green’s critical letter on Quemoy pol- 
icy, laid great emphasis on the fact that Con- 
gress gave him the authority to decide wheth- 
er Quemoy should be defended.

The people are 
quite right in opposing such a decision and 
doubly right in communicating their opinion 
to the President in the form of criticism of 
his policy. 

Now there seems to be a chance to do some- 
thing about Quemoy without seeming to do 
it under Communist military pressure. Can 
there be any doubt of what our goal should 
be? We ought to get Chiang’s forces out of 
the coastal islands and keep them out. 


A More Dramatic Impact 


The growth of a few volunteer trees on 
the cleared site of the Plaza apartments has 
become for some citizens a symbol of impa- 
tience hardly offset by the restorations un- 
dertaken by the two churches in the area. 
Impatience should be allayed by the news 
that financing of the apartment project is in 
the final stages, and that a New York bank, 
the Manufacturer’s Trust, is to join in lending 
money to the Urban Redevelopment Corpora- 
tion. 

This means, according to Russell Gardner 
Jr., president of the corporation, that it can 
begin construction of the six 13-story build- 
ings as a group, instead of putting them up 
one at a time. The latter plan would have 
protracted the impression of slowness. Put- 
ting up all the buildings quickly, on the 
other hand, will have a dramatic impact. 

It will suggest that the development was 
worth waiting for. Even more important, by 
creating a whole “neighborhood” at once, it 
will give the apartments their full attractive- 
ness. It will make them more inviting and 
thus assure more rapid occupancy. And that, 
in turn, will insure the fullest possible help 
in the rehabilitation of the downtown area. 

All of which is in the future tense. When 
the present tense can be used, the cheers 
will be more impressive. 


Never Done and Difficult 


Dr. Edward E. Gordon of the Michael Reese 
Hospital in Chicago has been measuring 
energy expenditure in various tasks and has 
found that making beds requires more effort 
than shoe repairing, that hanging a wash is 
more exhausting than running a tractor and 
that cleaning windows requires 3.7 calories a 
minute while driving a taxi takes 2.8. In 
short, as housewives everywhere know, 
“light” housekeeping is heavier work than 
many a man does. The wise husband will 
not try to challenge this conclusion, scientific 
or otherwise. In fact, there is only one rea- 
sonable answer to it. The life span of the 
American woman is longer than that of the 
male. Perhaps that is because women’s work 
that is never done keeps them fit. 


Maneuver for Moderates 


Premier De Gaulle’s new plan for Algeria 
has not made either French or Algerian 
extremists happy. The nationalists go on 
fighting. A French right-wing spokesman 
complained that the plan leaves political 
questions unanswered. 

The answer to such criticism is that the 
De Gaulle plan was not intended to make the 
extremists of either side happy. Nothing 
short of Algerian independence would satisfy 
the nationalists; nothing short of Algerian 
subjection would satisfy some of the French 
colonists. So the De Gaulle proposals appear 
to represent a deliberate play for time in 
which to win over Algerian moderates. 

Little in the plan is openly political; most 
of it is economic. The French Premier offers 
to distribute 625,000 acres of land to Moslem 
farmers, to give 10 per cent of the public jobs 
‘to Moslems, to create housing for a million 
persons and new employment through indus- 
trialization and public works for 400,000. 

This is an attempt to secure the loyalty of 
those Algerians who recently voted, under 
pressure from the French army, for contin- 
ued connection with France and its new 
Fifth Republic. By avoiding political pro- 
posals, the Premier also avoids the hardening 
of forces for or against such proposals that 
seems inevitable in time of civil war.

Its edible 
fish also make unexplained 
migrations. 


Another area of study. will 
be the effect of the monsoon 
winds on currents and ocean 
layers. Likewise a survey will 
be made of that ocean's little 
known floor, 


The plan calls for partitipa- 
tion of about 125 scientists, of 
whom at least 25 would ¢ome 
from countries bordering on 
the Indian ocean. It is expected 
that it will take about 100 
scientist-years to work up the 
results, 

The committee also 
continuation of many of the 
ocean studies being carried out 
as part of the International 
Geophysical Year.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6

which could be no more 
treacherous if it contained 
land-mines, quicksand, peat 
bogs and a few white-sheeted 
spooks, has claimed another 


victim, Norman Leroy Sie- 
bern, son of a Wellston 
milk driver. 


If he isn’t exactly the 
youngest or most tender- 
footed player to foul up in 
left in the triple-tiered House 
That Babe Ruth Built, Sie- 
bern probabiy.is the most 
embarrassed because (1) He's 
a nice sensitive kid, (2) tele- 
vision millions as well as 
71,563 spectators saw him 
humiliated and (3) he en- 
dured an afternoon the likes 
of which no World Series 
outfielder has experienced 
in years. 

Off-hand, the most miser- 
able moments for Series 
sentrymen probably were 
Fred Snodgrass’s muff in 
1912 and Hack Wilson's mis- 
judgment in ‘29. Forty-six 
years ago the Giants jumped 
ahead of the Red Sox in the 
tenth inning of the seventh 
game, but lost the contest 
and championship, 3-2, large- 
ly because Snodgrass, John 
McGraw’'s talented center- 
fielder, dropped a fly ball in 
the home half of the over- 
time round. 


Seventeen years later as 
the Cubs sought to draw 
even in the fourth game 
against the Athletics, Wilson 
lost a fly ball in the sun in 
the seventh inning at Shibe 
Park. That one mistake of 
omission did it. Ten runs 
poured across in the most 
infamous inning in Series 
history and an 80 Chicago 
lead became a 10-8 Philadel- 
phia triumph. 


Rough Riding 


Siebern, 25 years old and 
playing his first full season in 
the majors, must face un- 
pleasant music. It’s possible, 
even probable, that he'll hear 
for years about his defen- 
Sive difficulties yesterday. 
There’s no sugar-coating the 
fact that if Norm had caught 
three balls he thought he 
should have had and another 
that some observers felt he 
might have collared, the 
Yankees and Braves still 
might be playing the fourth 
game of the series. 


That’s how brilliant both 
Warren Spahn and Whitey 
Ford were in a game that 
wound up in Milwaukee's 
favor, 3-0, when it well could 
have been scoreless until the 
cows came home. Almost cer- 
tainly the Braves’ victory in 
that one put the Series out 
of the Yankees’ reach. 

Although Siebern can’t 
escape the goat’s horns any 
more than he could flee the 
mass derisive cheer when he 
finally caught a ball to end 
the Milwaukee ninth, he will 
have to remember that the 
sun will come up in the 
east again tomorrow and that 
he’s in classy company among 
players flim-flammed by left 
field in the stadium. 

As a 21-year-old Cardinal 
rookie in 1942, Stan Musial 
slipped, slid and fell a cou- 
ple of times, fooled by fly 
balls in left field during the 
World Series, and Enos 
Slaughter remembered sym- 
pathetically late yesterday 
afternoon that he’d encount- 
ered trouble in the New 
York park at times. 


Sun Plus Milky Haze 


“Left field is bad any 
time,” said Slaughter, “but 
really tough in October. The 
shadows lengthen early and 
the smoking of a capacity 
crowd creates a milky haze 
it’s hard to see through. 
Then when the ball coming 
off the bat does clear the 
triple-decked stands, you've 
got the sun to contend with 
if it’s out as it was today.” 

Casey Stengel, too, com- 
miserated with his big (6-3, 
200+pound) outfielder. “I 
played out there with the 
Giants the year the stadium 
was built (1923), but I was in 
centerfield,” said the craggy- 
featured 67-year-old mana- 
ger of a team that appears to 
have had its day. 

Stengel referred to left 
field here as “easily the 
toughest” in any major league 
park, explaining that wind 

currents whipping through 


the stands and curving with 
the contour of the ball park 
compounded a player's diffi- 
culty. No, that’s not exactly 
what Casey said or the way 
he said it, but, rather, it’s a 
liberal translation of Sten- 
gelese. 

The best he'd seen at mas- 
tering left field in the Sta- 
dium was Irv Noren, Ol’ Case 
said, and the next-best Gene 
Woodling. “The older fellas, 
more experienced, seem to 
play deeper and more to left 
center,” Stengel said, indi- 
cating they sought a slanting 
angle at which to challenge 
the sun. 

On a dull day, all agreed, 
the problem is not nearly so 
keen. Stengel noted without 
rancor—the old boy can be 
sarcastic when he wants to— 
that young players coming 
up now played so few day 
games in the minors that 
they didn’t know how to play 
sun-fields or how to cope 
with sun glasses. Inciden- 
tally, you might remember 
that Babe Ruth played right 
field in the Stadium, left 
field in St. Louis and other 
parks where the layout put 
the sun squarely in the right 
fielder’s eyes.

COURTS-MARTIAL 


FOR 11 SCENTIST 


EDGEWOOD, Md., Oct. 6 
(AP) — The commander of 
the Army chemical center ar- 
ranged to meet with reporters 
today to disclose why the Army 
has prepared disorderly con- 
duct charges against 11 enlist- 
ed scientists. 

Brig. Gen. Harold Walmsley, 
commander of the hush-hush 
army base, offered to make 
public as much of the Army’s 
position in the case as would 
not prejudice the rights of the 
11 accused.

Baltimore attorney Hyman 
Pressman, retained by the 11 
college graduates who are do- 
ing scientific work for the 
Army as enlisted men, called 
on Army Secretary Wilber 
Brucker this weekend “to inter- 
vene and prevent the destruc- 
tion” of enlisted men’s moral 
at the chemical center. 

Pressman indicated the 
charges resulted from a fare- 
well party the men gave Sept. 
25 for their discharged com- 
rades. State Police and Army 
spokesmen said the party grew 
boistrous and drew complaints 
from a nearby resident. 

Only one of the men, Pfc. 
James P. Bridger, failed to co- 
operate in a police investiga- 
tion, state police said. He de- 
manded a civil arrest. Bridger 
was fined $25 and costs by 
Magistrate Harry S. O'Neill 
and later was reduced to pri- 
vate by the Army. 

Army spokesmen said the 
other 11 will be charged with 
disorderly conduct and be tried 
by court-martial in the next 
several weeks. Conviction 
would carry sentences ranging 
from a simple reprimand to 
four months confinement. 

Pressman told Secretary 
Brucker that “somewhere in 
the Army chemical center 
there is a high-ranking officer 
without a sense of humor who 
would destroy a soldier's time- 
honored right to gripe against 
the Army.” 

He said the careers of the 
11 defendants in civilian life 
as well as their military serv- 
ice “are being jeopardized by 
this senseless court-martial.” 

“Other enlisted men at 
Edgewood are in a furor,” he 
said. 

Pressman, who said he is 
representing the men without 
fee, enclosed a 1000-word let- 
ter to him from one of the 
enlisted men in which he said

OVER THE YEARS the Se- 
cret Service has learned that a 
man’s calling is no guarantee 
of his purity. 

In Washington headquarters, 
a ruggedly handsome man 
named Buck Daniel, now assist- 
ant chief of the Secret Service, 
often thinks back to the profes- 
sional acquaintance he once en- 
joyed with an authentic priest 
who bossed a counterfeiting 
crew as a kind of patriotic side- 
line. 

This would be the Rev. 
Sophrony Balaban, a tall, dark, 
distinguished-looking man with 
a neat black beard and the af- 
fable manner of an insurance 
salesman. 

In 1937, Father Balaban was 
pastor of the Holy Trinity Ser- 
bian Eastern Orthodox Church 
in St. Louis, a man beloved of 
his parishioners. 

It is quite possible Father 
Balaban would have success- 
fully maintained his double life 
for several years and thereby 
acquired the money he wanted 
to stage a coup d'etat in his 
native Yugoslavia had it not 
been for a Secret Service 
agent's memory for faces. 


After all, on that spring 
day in 1937 when St. Louis 
Agent-in-Charge Raymond A. 
Herton was sauntering down 
a St. Louis street he had no 
idea even that a plot was 
hatching, much less that 
there was a bona fide priest 
behind it. 


But as he walked by a street- 
car stop, Horton saw a big, 
dark man standing on the curb. 
He recognized him at a glance. 
The man was Big Mike Maslik, 
an expert engraver, whom Hor- 
ton had arrested back in 1927 
for employing his art at the be- 
hest of a counterfeiting syndi- 
cate. Mike had been deported 
to Yugoslavia, and Horton fig- 
ured at the time he’d never see 
him again. 

Even as Horton walked by, a 
streetcar stopped and Mike 
stepped aboard. Horton, shield- 
ing his face with a newspaper, 
hopped on after him. When 
Mike got off at a stop near the 
edge of town, Horton got off, 
too, and followed until he saw 
Mike go into a house marked 
by a sign on the front lawn. 
The sign read: Holy Trinity 
Serbian Eastern Orthodox 
Church — Parish House — Rev. 
Sophrony Balaban, Pastor. 

Horton hurried to a drug 
store down the block — from 
which he could keep an eye 
on the Balaban house — and 
phoned the office. He ordered 
a 24-hour surveillance of the 
house. 

What Horton didn’t know 
was that he was in on almost 
the very beginning of a coun- 
terfeit conspiracy headed by 
Father Balaban. 

More than a year before, 
Father Balaban and some as- 
sorted Serbian and Croatian 
pals had hatched a two-fold 
plan. They would go into the 
counterfeiting racket to make 
themselves independently 
wealthy. Then each would con- 
tribute a portion of his loot to 
finance a revolution in Yugo- 
slavia. It gave the boys a real 
patriotic glow to think about it. 

One of the boys knew just 
the man they needed—one Nick 
Znerty, a tiny Serbian whose 
engravings for bogus money 
had so impressed the Secret 
Service that Nick had been 
forced to go undercover. For 
reasons of discretion, Father 
Balaban was picked to find 
Nick. 

Father Balaban hustled to 
New York and looked up some 
pals who seldom strayed in- 
side a church. They directed 
him to an address on 125th 
street, and there Father Bala- 
ban found Nick Znerty. 

Nick was enthusiastic about 
the plan, but currently he was 
too hot to do the engraving; 
he had to keep on the move. 
But he knew just the man, the

Within two weeks Mike 
Maslik was knocking on the 
door of Father Balaban’s par- 
ish house. By the time Agent 
Horton recognized Maslik on 
a St. Louis street, Mike had 
been toiling for three months 
in a little shop on the second 
floor of the parish house, and 
it would be another several 
months before the plates would 
be ready. 

The show was on the road. A 
restaurant owner in Warren, 
O., had come up with the 
money for printing equipment, 
and willing Serbian and Croat 
hands were available for mov- 
ing it into Father Balaban’s 
cellar. 

Here the clergyman de- 
murred. He proposed that the 
printing plant be located else- 
where for safety’s sake. A 
conspirator named Pete Klick- 
ovitch, alias Pete Osula, 
promptly paid a visit to an old 
friend in Monaca, near Pitts- 
burgh, and rented part of the 
friend’s house for the plant. 

Meanwhile, the Secret Serv- 
ice continued the surveillance 
of Maslik and Father Balaban. 
Buck Daniel was one of the 
agents assigned to the chore, 
and he discovered that Father 
Balaban was a man who could 
look upon the wine when it 
was red without blinking. 

Every morning, shortly after 
6 o'clock, the priest emerged 
from his home and made for a 
nearby saloon. There he belted 
two swift slugs of gin and 
chased them with a couple of 
schooners of beer. Then he'd 
sit down to a breakfast of ham 
and eggs, fried potatoes and a 
couple pieces of apple pie. He 
drank all day at the rate of 
one shot of gin and one beer 
every hour, and yet he never 
seemed to get drunk. 


One day in the fall of 
1957, the gang made its 
first pitch. The owner of a 
tavern was fooled by an im- 
pressive counterfeit $20 bill. 
In the Secret Service labora- 
tory, it was tabbed at once 
as a “bleach job”—that ts, 
a genuine $1 bill had been 
bleached until no printing re- 
mained, then printed with a 
$20 counterfeit plate. The 
idea, of course, was to give 
the bill the appearance of 
the McCoy by using genuine 
paper. 


At SS headquarters, Agent- 
in-Charge Leo Smugai, who 


had replaced Horton that sum-’ 


mer when Horton was trans- 
ferred to Washington, decided 
to lay low. He figured the 
phony 20 was a pilot bill, cir- 
culated to see if the Federal 
men would do anything about 


t. 
But something new was add- 


ed to the sleuthing setup. A 
New York agent named Fred 
Smith, who was unknown in 
St. Louis, was assigned to try 
to scrape up an acquaintance 
with the gang. He had just 
arrived when the law men 
got a break. 

Other agents had discovered 
that a large order for printing 
ink, similar to that used in 
printing currency, had been 
received by a St. Louis sta- 
tionery firm. A check showed 
the firm also had a big order 
for a good quality bond paper. 

Both orders had been placed 
by a broken-down ex-bootleg- 
ger named Frank Lehecka. It 
was found that Lehecka hung 
his hat in a cheap boarding 
house in’ East St. Louis. 

Agent Smith moved into the 
boarding house. He left letters 
on his bureau showing he was 
a fugitive on the lam from 
New York and then carelessly 
neglected to lock his door. 
Within a week, Lehecka was 
nodding to him in the hallway, 
and shortly thereafter Smith 
joined Lehecka and his pals m 
their nightly poker game. 

When a larger room became 
available in the boarding house, 
Lehecka suggested that Smith 
move into it with him. Smith

The house was watched all 
that day and night. Next morn- 
ing all but Pete Osul Osula checked 
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out and drove back to St. Louis 
in the two cars. Osula emerged 
a few hours later, carrying a 
package. 

Tailed by agents, he took a 
train to Detroit and then to 
Pittsburgh, where he _ trans- 
ferred to a bus and rode out 
to a certain house in Monaca 
which he had first visited sev- 
eral months back to rent some 
floor space. Agents Fred 
Gruber and Gabriel Di Fore 
watched the house all day, but 
Osula was the only visitor. 

Obviously the time had come 
for the pounce. 

That night, with revolvers 
drawn, Gruber and Di Fiore 
knocked on the front door of 
the house in Monaca. There was 
no answer. They knocked again. 
This time the door was opened 
a crack and a man peered out. 
It was Pete Osula. 


Desperately, Osula tried to 
slam the door, but Gruber’s 
foot was in the way. He and Di 
Fiore plowed into the door 
with their shoulders and it 
crashed open, throwing Osula 
to the floor. Before he could 
get up, Di Fiore had the hand- 
cuffs on him. 

Gruber rushed past Di Fiore 
and Osula and down the cellar 
Stairs. In the cellar, he found 


a new printing press, and, on 


a nearby table, a stack of new 
bills. A big man was hurriedly 
stripping a plate from the 
press. It was Mike Maslik.

In the cellar, the agents 
found $34,000 in new bills. 
Other phony money was found 
in the house in Monroe, Mich., 
and in various spots in St.

All told, the 
take was $600,000 in counter- 
feit currency; it later was 
learned the mob had passed 
only 70 $20 bills. 


Only one of the gang round- 
ed up in St. Louis went to 
trial—the others, including Fa- 
ther Balaban, pleaded guilty.

Louis policeman who had been 
charged with being a passer. 
At Erie, Pa., Maslik and Zner- 
ty each drew 15 years in the 
pen.
